In the mean Time, the War was carried on in 
other Provinces of the Kingdom , with no lefs: 

- Not only the Towns and 
Counties, but moſt of the beſt Families divided in 
their Opinions; many engaging according to their 
Intereſt, but moſt according as they affected the 
Parties. Bur, the various Battels, Fights, Veli- 
tations, Sieges,” and the :like, as they deſerve 
no Triumphs, happening in a Civil War, .ſo 
they merit a better Deſcription , than is yet ex- 
tant; for, they were for the moſt part eminent 
for Courage, famous for ConduCt, and by ſo much 
the more ſevere in their Attings, by how much 
the Parties were the more excited with the O- 
pinion of doing well.

The Fer) During theſe Trayerſes, the Earl of New-Caftle 
of New- raiſed an Army in the North, to whom the El of 
cane, Cumberland joined himſelf. On the other Side, the 
* Two Fairfexes, Father and Son, were for the 
Parliament. The firſt material Encounter they 
had, was at Tadcafter, where the Rebels were 
beaten, the Royalliſts having forced them out of 
Town ; after which they alſo took Bradford. But 
the Fairfaxes being afterwards recruited, they 
took Leeds ; and Colonel Chalmley ooiber,* rout- 
ted and took Colonel Sling at 5.

Hull. fieged him. This was a fatal. Overſight ; for, if 
he had carried the War into the aſlociated Eaſtern 
Counties, humanely ſpoke, he had not only ad- 
ded thoſe Rich Provinces to his Victories, but by 
intercepting the Contributions of Money and Men, 
which thoſe Rich Countries perpetually furniſhed 
the Rebels with, put an End to the War it ſelf,

The Earl of Montroſs, eminent for his Youth 
and Nobility, and of high Eſteem in his Country 
having deſerted the Covenanters,' becauſe he found 
them deſigning to Ruine the Church and Monar- 
chy, came, accompanied with the Lord Ogelby and 
One hundred and Twenty Horſe, to wait upon 
the Queen at York; where he informed her Ma- 
jeſty, of the Covenanters Preparations in Scotland,

England with a great Army. Hamilton came thi- 
ther alſo to ſalute the Queen, and with his known 
Arts refuting MontroſPs Aſſertions, prayed her to 

ve no Credit to One ſo Young and Vain: which 

e unhappily inclined to. Sir Hugh Cholmley, Go- 
vernour of Scarborough, with Three hundred Men, 
came alſo in at the ſame Time, returning to his 
Obedience to his Sovercign. Which the Two Ho- 
thams ſeemed alſo to attempt, though unfortu- 
nately ; ſo dangerous Rebellion is, that it often 
Ruines thoſe who would return to their Duty a»

The Marguiſ; of Hartferd having Command of 
the Weſtern Counties, and alliited by the Lord 
Pawlet, Sir Ralph Hopton, Sir Bevil Greenwille, Sir

John Stowell, and others, all eminent for Courage 
and Loyalty, performed many great Actions. On 
the other Side, Major General Chudley, and the 
Earl of Stamford were very ACtive. But Hopton, 
not to be named without an Epithet of Ho- 
nour, haraſſed theſe in ſeveral Encounters He 
routed C at Lancefton, beat him at Chaford, 
and defeated both him and Sramford in a great 
Fight at Srratron. He took here One thouſand and 
Seven hundred Priſoners, beſides many flain, Thir- 
teen Braſs Cannon, Seyenty Barrels of Powder, &c. 
This ViQtory reſtored the Neighbouring Provinces 
to their Duty to the King 3 and Hopron himſelf, 
for his eminent Servi was created Baron of 
Stratton, where he had fought 1o bravely. The 
Rebel-Chiefrains fled to Exeter, where they were 
beſieged, and forced afterwards to ſurrender to 
Prince Maurice, Hopton, after his Victory, march- 
ed into Somerſerſhire, encountring Sir Wilkam Walter, 
a famed Champion of the Rebellion, at Land/downe near 
Bath. The Fight was brave, conteſted with equal 
Valour and Obſtinateneſs, and continued till late 
in the Night. The Enemy at1 drew off into 
the Town, leaving lighted Matches in the Hedges, 
and Walls ( to amuſe the Royaliſt: ) behind them. 
The Enemies greateſt Loſs was in their Foot ; and 
ours, in that of the Noble Sir Bevil Greenville, who 
with a Stand of Pikes, had ſaſtained -the reitera- 
ted Charges of the Rewndbeads, and repelled them. 
He was a Perſon of no lefs Loy 7 than Courage, 
which made him equally lamented by the Brave, 
as well as the Good. The Kebels Loſs was greater 
than ours, as well in Officers as Souldiers, though 
abundantly compenſated by the Death of the ſaid 
Greenulle, and the blowing up of our Powder ; 
fired, as was believed, by One of the Priſoners,

Priſoners to Brsſtol, from whence they in alittle time 
were relieved ; for, that City being ill defended, 
was ſurrendred by Colonel Fines, . Governour, 
tothe conquering Army; for which Act, as ſavour- 
ing of Pufllanimity, he was tried by a Court-Mar- 
ſpal.Bbt he had approved himſelf Valorous againſt the 
Unfortunate ; having cruelly hanged and murthe- 
red Robert Teamans, and George Boucher, Two. prime 
Citizens, and - eminent for their Loyalty, upon 
Pretence of their Deſigning to deliver the City to 
Prince ; notwithſtanding the King's and 
the King's General, the Earl of Forth*s Letters, 
Admonitions, and Menacing to the contrary.

This 
Ceſſation was variouſly cenſured, according to the 
latereſt or Inclination of Parties.

Whilſt theſe things were in Agitation, the Ey- 
Iifh oLicrving that the Treaty terwixt Frapce ard 
Spain upon the Borders, would end in a Peace, 
ſhewed themſelves hkewiſe nor averſe to it ; eſpeci- 
ally conſidering, the vaſt-Commerce they always 
had with the Spamſb;Countrics. Hence followed, 
a ſpomancous Cellation' from Arms. But, the 
King would not exp@ the Evert of it, for tear of 
being impoſed upon; here as he had been in France; 
and therefore, remoyed his Court to "Breda, be 
longing co his Siſter the Prexceſs of Orange. The 
ſudden Change .in Exglang, occafioned Changes of 
Councils. And, now it was ſuppoſed that the 
King ſhould cake ſhipping from Calais, or ſome 
Part in Flanders, having bezn carneſily invited 
thereto from both - France and Sparta: But, to con- 
tent both he accepted of neither, put continued at 
Breda, cluding thereby the Arts of both Princes, 
* the French Deſigns, as well 'as thoſe of the Sp«- 
ziſh, longing for the return of Zamaics and Dar 
kirkco their Obedicace. The King then being (e- 
cure at Breda, was ſaluted there by Depurics from 
the States-Grneral,where he was alfe magnificently 
treaced by the Publick. 

The Parliament being now mer, —_ of 
Two Hoſes, tree, and fullin their Numbers,their 
fcſt Care was to give Publick Thanks ro God for 
reſcuing. their Country from Ufſurpation and Ty- 
ranny : and; the next, to thank the General, who 
by his Courage _ and Condut had contributed fo 
mainly to ir. They then Vote, Declare, and De- 
cice, That the Grvermment of England is Monat- 
chical, conſiſiing in a King and Two Houlcs of 
Parliament. After this, King Charls I. hisStatus,

King heing put in their Places. A icw Days aker, 
the King himſclf, the Members of Both Hoes ale 
liſting, and an I:finity of People, was wich the 
uſual Ceremoaies, but unuſual Tranſports of Joy, 
proclaimed ar pr wry in London, and alter- 
wards in the whole Kingdom, King ot Great 
Brittatz and Irdland ; In theſe following Terms :

Beloved Prince. "_— 

Our moſt auguſt Monarch, had hitherto, as is 
already menti wandered in Forcign Courts, 
and as uſual in the Di of Fortune,too much 
negleted pahatkllees ere Reaſon of State ſeemed 
more prevalent, than all the Tyes of Blood or 
Hoſpitality. He was at Bruſſels, the Metrofolis 
of the Spaniſh Netherlands, when he firſt heard of 
this Change in Ergland ; from whence he re- 
moved to Breda, a more (ecure place under the 
Circumſtances of the preſent Times And, now 
he haflens Greewvill away again, with Letters to 
the Two Houſes of Parliament, to the City go Monk, 
and to Montague, joynt General at Sea.
